My Deer Friend. 
I have desired very much to see you lately but have not had op- 
portunity to call at your house. My health has been bad and I 
have on that account stayed more closely at home than usual. So 
I hope you will not think that I have intentionally neglected you. 
I have felt for you most deeoly and earnestly desired your good. 
I have prayed for you, that you might be able to overcome temptation 
and that you might be brought back by God's grace into the bosom of 
of the church again. I and the whole session were deeply pained 
a¥ the necessity which was laid upon us to administer the discipline 
of the church upon you for your grievous fault. And in passing the 
sentence upon you cutting you off from the Communion of the church 
we were influenced by two reasons. The first was that we might as 
officers in Christ's church, bear our testimony against sin and thus 
keep the church of God pure. The second reason was a sincere desire 
to do you good. And our earnest prayer to God was then and is now, 
that this sentence passed upon you by the session might have the 
effect to awaken you to a sense of your Danger? and your duty and 
bring you bsck to your offended Savior' in deep penitence and sorrow. 
My Dear Brother let me exhort you to so recieve it. And will you 
make it a matter of earnest prayer to God that he will heel your 
back sliding and give you the victory over your great sin. Remember 
your souls everlasting interest is at stake. You have sinned 
against God, you have "wounded your Savior who died for you. You 
have injured the church of which you were a member, you have sinned 
against your own family in setting before your children a bad 
example You have sinned against your own soul. As a member of the 
church you have set a bad example before the world. These are 
grjevous sins and ought to awaken deep sorrow and repentance in 
your heart. May God help you to throw off this evil habit and come 
back to him as a penitent child to his offended father. We have 
not forsaken you. We pray for you daily and nothing would give us 
more joy than to see you come back and confess your sin and take up 
your cross and follow Christ. Remember your children. Oh, howmuch 
do they need the example and the help of a christian father. And 
how will you stand in the judgment day knowing that you have been 
unfaithful in your family. May God help you. God is merciful and 
will forgive, if you come beck to him with a penitent heart. This 
is no light matter. Your sin is grievous in God's sight. Come back 
to him. Confess your sin. Ask His forgiveness. And pray for grace 
to enable you to live a christian life. And May God's everlasting 
blessing rest whom you and your family. And may you all be saved 

at l8st in Heaven.
